News of the New Stamps 


6c and 9c Parks Stamps 





Third Assistant Postmaster General, 
Washington, August 21, 1934. 


Postmasters and employees of the 
Postal Service are hereby notified that 
two additional stamps in the 6-cent 
and 9-cent denominations, respective- 
ly, in the National Parks series are 
about ready for issuance. 

Both stamps are arranged horizont- 
ally and are of the same size, 84/100 
by 44/100 inch, as those already is- 
sued in this series. The 9-cent stamp 
is enclosed in a narrow double line 
border and will be printed in pink 
color. The central design depicts a 
scene from the Glacier National Park, 
showing lofty Mount Rockwell in the 
distance and Two Medicine Lake with 
bordering forest trees in the fore- 
ground. Arranged vertically at either 
end are ruled panels in which are en- 
closed panels of lighter shade, with 
indented ends containing, at the left, 
the wording “U. S. Postage”, and 
“Glacier” at the right, all in solid Ro- 
man lettering. In the lower right 
corner is a small square with light 
background and double line border 
enclosing the denomination designa- 
tion “9” in dark color. 

The 6-cent stamp is enclosed in a 
narrow ruled panel border. A view 
of Crater Lake in Crater Lake Nat- 
ional Park, showing portions of the 
surrounding rim and Wizard Island, 
occupies the major part of the space 
within the border. In a_ horizontal 
line in the upper central part of the 
stamp are the words “U.S. Postage” 
in solid modified Gothic. In rectan- 
gular panels, with light background 
and double line borders, in each lower 
corner is the denomination designa- 
tion “6c” in solid Gothic. In a narrow 
horizontal panel with light ground at 
the base of the stamp is the title 
“Crater Lake” in solid Gothic letters. 

The 9-cent stamp of this special 
series will be first placed on sale at 





the post offices in Glacier Park, Mont., 
and Washington, D. C., on August 27, 
1934, The 6-cent stamp containing the 
Crater Lake design will be placed on 
sale at the post offices in Crater Lake, 
Oreg., and Washington, D. C., on Sep- 
tember 5, 1934. Both of these de- 
nominations will be available at other 
post offices as soon after the above 
dates as stocks thereof can be print- 
ed and distributed. 

For the benefit of stamp collectors, 
the 9-cent and 6-cent stamps of the 


national park series will also be 
placed on sale at the Philatelic 
Agency, Post Office Department, on 


the designated first day of sale. Ship- 
ment will be greatly expedited if col- 
lectors will exclude from their orders 
for these stamps other denominations 
of this series that have not yet been 
placed on sale. 

Collectors desiring first-day cancel- 
lations of the 9-cent and 6-cent stamps 
of this series may send a limited num- 
ber of addressed envelopes not to ex- 
ceed ten (10) of each to the post- 
master at the above-mentioned offices, 
or Washington, D. C., with a cash or 
postal money order remittance pay- 
able to the postmaster to cover the 
value of the stamps required for affix- 
ing. Personal checks and other post- 
age stamps will positively not be ac- 
cepted in payment. Covers will be ac- 
cepted from individual subscribers 
only and shall be legibly addressed. 
Compliance cannot be made with un- 
usual requests, such as for the affix- 
ing of stamps bearing plate number 
or the irregular placing of the stamps 
on the covers, ete. 

Requests for a supply of uncanceled 
stamps of these special issues must 
not be included with orders for first 
day covers. Stamps needed for post- 
age purposes should be purchased at 
the local post office, but stamps of 
selected quality for collection use may 
be obtained on mail orders to the 
Philatelic Agency.

Postmasters and employees of the 
Postal Service are notified that the 
Department is preparing to issue a 
special postage stamp in the 16-cent 
denomination for use on air mail mat- 
ter in which provision is also made 
for special delivery. 

The new stamp is *%o9 by 1400 
inches in dimensions and is arranged 
horizontally. The stamp is enclosed 
in a narrow double line border and 
is printed in blue ink. The central 
subject is a reproduction of the Great 
Seal of the United States of America. 
Across the top of the stamp are the 
words “Special Delivery” in white 
roman lettering. On the sides of the 
stamp, arranged vertically, in white 
gothic are the words “U. S. Postage” 
at the left, and “Air Mail” at the 
right. Along the bottom of the stamp 
below the central design is the word 
“Cents” in white roman, on either 
side of which is the denomination 
designation “16.” 

The 16-cent special-delivery air- 
mail stamp will be first offered for 
sale at the American Air Mail So- 
ciety Convention Station, Chicago, II1., 
on August 30, 1934. 

Collectors desiring first-day can- 
celations of the 16-cent special-deliv- 
ery air-mail stamp on that date may 
send addressed covers, not to exceed 
ten (10), to the Postmaster, Chicago, 
Ill., with a cash or postal money or- 
der remittance payable to the post- 
master to cover the value of the 
stamps required for affixing, Personal 
checks and postage stamps will posi- 
tively not be accepted in payment. 
Covers will be accepted from individ- 
ual subscribers only and shall be ad- 
dressed legibly with ample space left 
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for the placing of stamps. Compli- 
ance cannot be made with unusual 
requests such as the affixing of plate 
number blocks, etc. 

Requests for a supply of uncanceled 
stamps of this issue must not be in- 
cluded with orders for first-day cov- 
ers. Stamps needed for mailing pur- 
poses should be purchased at the 
local post office, while stamps of 
selected quality for collection use 
should be secured on mail order to 
the Philatelic Agency. 

The 16-cent special-delivery air- 
mail stamp will be placed on sale at 
the post office, Washington, D. C., 
and the Philatelic Agency on August 
31, and at other post offices as needed 
for mailing use, beginning September 
1 or as soon thereafter as produc- 
tion will permit. 

Collectors desiring covers with the 
Washington, D. C., cancelation on 
August 31 may send a limited number 
of addressed covers to the post mas- 
ter under the rules specified herein. 

Postmasters at direct and central- 
accounting post offices having public 
demand therefor may submit requi- 
sition to the Department for a limited 
quantity not to exceed 2 months’ esti- 
mated supply of 16-cent special-deliv- 
ery-air mail stamps on form 3201. 
Postmasters at district post offices 
will obtain needed stocks of this 
stamp by requisition on the central- 
accounting post office.

Special Issue of 3-Cent 
National Parks Stamps 


Third Assistant

The attention of postmasters and 
employees of the Postal Service is 
called to the special printing of 3- 
cent stamps of the Mount Rainier 
design in sheets of six stamps each 
on the stamp press to be operated 
by the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing in connection with the ex- 
hibition at the Annual Convention of 
the American Philatelic Society, At- 
lantic City, N. J., Aug. 28, to Sept. 
1, 1934. 

The sheet will be approximately 4 
by 3% inches in dimensions and 
printed in purple ink. It will be is- 
sued imperforate, but will be gummed 


in the same manner as_ ordinary 
stamps. In the narrow margin on 
the four sides of the sheet in small 


gothic lettering is the following word- 
ing: “Printed by the Treasury De- 
partment, Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing, under authority of James A. 
Farley, Postmaster General, in Com- 
pliment to the American Philatelic 
Society for its Convention and Exhi- 
bition, Atlantic City, N. J., Aug. 
1934.” 

This special sheet of stamps will 
be placed on sale Aug. 28, 1934, at 
the Branch Philatelic Agency, Atlan- 
tie City, which will also be operated 
in connection with the convention. 
No provision is being made for first 
day covers with this special sheet 
and requests for such service should 
not be sent to the Branch Philatelic 
Agency or the postmaster, Atlantic 
City. 

As the special sheet is being pri- 
marily issued as a souvenir of the 
American Philatelic Society Conven- 
tion, stocks thereof will not be issued 
to post offices, and postmasters are 
requested not to submit requisitions 
therefor to the Department. The 
stamps of this special issue will, how- 
ever, be valid for all postage pur- 
poses. 

All mail orders for the souvenir 
sheet containing six 3-cent stamps 
each should be sent to the Philatelic 
Agency, Post Office Department, 
Washington, D. C., where the special 
issue will be av ailable beginning Sept. 
4, 1934. 

Postmasters may furnish informa- 
tion to the above effect to local col- 
lectors who make inquiry.

A New Color Chart

A decision reached Saturday, a 
change in the color scheme of the Na- 
tional Parks series of stamps may not 
prove so confusing as might be ex- 
pected. However it will cause consid- 
erable discomfiture to the many deal- 
ers whose covers were printed in the 
officially announced color. And this 
last minute change in color is from 
the usual orange for a six-cent stamp, 
to a blue for the six-cent Crater Lake 
stamp. Logically, a beautiful blue is 
more appropriate for a stamp depict- 
ing such a scene, but when announced 
as late as Tuesday, August 21, and of- 
ficially at that, that the color would be 
orange, it seems a bit unreasonable to 
make a color switch scarcely ten days 
before the stamp is to go on sale. 


Most collectors of first day covers and | 


dealers in the same will have to use 
the envelopes already in their posses- 
sion, there is not sufficient time to 
print new supplies with the proper 
color, distribute them to the various 
collectors all over the country and al- 
low for mailing to the Oregon office. 
As for the confusion in having both 
the five and six cent stamps printed in 
blue, that will not trouble the postal 
clerks so much as might be expected, 
for the five-cent Yellowstone was ver- 
tical, whereas the 6-cent Crater Lake 
stamp will be horizontal. 

In rather a roundabout way, collec- 
tors, or some collectors at least, may 
be responsible for this last-minute 
change. At the time the color was 
originally announced as orange, there 
was more or less general dissatisfac- 
tion with that color for this particular 
subject. Apparently, this discontent 
reached ears of importance, for when 
the die-proofs were submitted they 
came in several colors. Blue was im- 
mediately selected! 

Still more grief about shades! The 
pink color, officially announced for the 
Nine-cent Glacier Park stamp, may be 
pink, but to your observer, the differ- 
ence appears slight betwen the color 
of this stamp released Monday, and 
that of the Grand Canyon issue. Woe 
to the postal clerk who mixes his stock 
of these stamps, and distributes a 
sheet of nines to a buyer of twos. 
That would be woe to the extent of 
$3.50 deduction from his own funds. 
As late as Saturday morning, we had 
only one of the plate numbers for the 
nine-cent Glacier Park stamp, 21316. 
Two plates for the 16-cent airmail 
special delivery had been finished, 
with the numbers 21312 and 21313. 

Collectors of plate number blocks 
from the Canal Zone may be inter- 
ested in knowing that the plate num- 
bers of the new three cent commemo- 
rative are 129223—129224. These 
stamps were printed on the flat-bed 
presses. First day of sale was sched- 
uled for August 15.

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Miss Vivian M. Green opens an in- 
teresting subject with her question— 
“Why is it that No. 373, of which 
only 216,840, were issued, catalogues 
only 60c while No. 575, of which 16 
million were supposedly issued, cata- 
logues 75¢? How do you explain this 
and other apparent discrepancies in 
value?” The example of 373 and 
575 is explained by a story which, 
while we cannot vouch for its verac- 
ity, has nevertheless come to be quite 
a legend in the stamp world. Any 
different versions than the one given 
below will be appreciated. 

It seems that one day a group of 
dealers and collectors were discussing 
the pros and cons of stamps in the 
company of one of Wall Street’s 
golden bears, back in the golden age 
which ended in 1929. The broker sug- 
gested that what was done with stocks 
could easily be done with stamps. 
That is, an artificial market could be 
created which would force up the 
price. A bet of one sort or another 
was made and stamp No. 575, the lc 
1922 imperforate was accepted as a 
likely stamp on which to try the ex- 
periment. 

At the time it was selling at 3c or 
thereabouts. Things worked well, the 
group bought all the 575s offered. 
They cleaned out all the dealers. One 
dealer asked another for this stamp. 
None had any. The price started to 
rise. We remember going into Scott’s 
twice a week regularly for ten weeks 
to buy this stamp—but with no suc- 
cess. Auction prices went up. 575 
changed hands at constantly mount- 
ing prices. Clever publicity to the 
effect that only 160,000 of this num- 
ber were issued appeared and the 
stage was set. 575 sold for $5 a block 
at auction and Scotts raised the price 
from 6c to $1. The plan had worked. 
Thus far the success of this effort has 
been fair. The price gradually re- 
ceded to 40c from which it has now 
nsen to 55c retail which, while it 
may still be considered a slightly in- 
flated value, it is not liable to lose. 

Thus Wall Street entered Nassau 
with marked success. Manipulation 
Is not always so successful. About a 
year and a half ago a similar move 
was attempted with No. 481 but to 
no avail. More recently the 2c Hard- 
ing No. 612 has been the object of

OPEN SEASON 
FOR STAMP 
MEETS 


We carry brief 
news items this 
week for three big 
stamp parties to be 
held in northeastern Ohio and western 
Pennsylvania, all within a compara- 
tively short distance of each other. In 
each instance at Youngstown, Steu- 
benville and Pittsburgh, the local 
clubs will do their best to outshine 
each other in the entertainment pro- 
vided and in the exhibitions and other 
attractions that are to be a part of 
the individual affairs. 

In the past, it had been our habit to 
attend as many of these events as 
possible. In all such cases it meant 
the use of two or three days’ time and 
then coming home to a desk over- 
loaded with work which must have 
our attention. 

When these parties come a month 
apart it is not a serious matter to get 
to them and then get back home and 
caught up with one’s work before the 
next affair, but in this instance the 
three events come almost on top of 
one another. 

We believe in these big meetings. 
We know of nothing that will pep up 
a local club and have its effect on 
collectors for miles around so thor- 
oughly as a big meeting. It is, how- 
ever, expecting a lot of the average 
collector to ask him to attend several 
meetings in rapid succession. Few 
collectors can either spare the time or 
stand the expense. It is fortunate 
therefore that in each instance, there 
are usually enough local collectors 
plus those in the nearby territory to 
make a representative gathering. 
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Doubtless many of these meetings 
are the result of the big annual meet- 
ing that has been held at Akron each 
year for many years past. The spons- 
ors of these various other meetings 
have been to Akron and go home with 
the thought that they, too, can have a 
big party, but to duplicate the annual 
Akron meeting one needs first gain a 
reputation that will draw collectors 
from hundreds of miles, and it is only 
in this way that a large gathering can 
be had. 

The annual Akron meeting for sev- 
eral years past has been a bigger|v 
gathering than any of the National 
Societies can boast. There are many 
reasons for this, but the principal ones 
are that there are enough active col- 
lectors in the surrounding territory to 
get the crowd from and to attend the 
meeting one does not have to be a 
member of the club and pay dues, 
although doubtless a very large per- 
centage of those who do attend the 
Akron meeting would gladly pay a 
small fee for the sole privilege of at- 
tending this annual meeting. 

The collector does not object to pay- 
ing if he is so situated that he can 
attend and take part in the annual 
meetings of a club to which he pays 
dues. 

We have often remarked that one 
of the nice things about belonging to 
a Stamp Society is attending its con- 
ventions, but when the conventions of 
a society are held so far from one’s 
home that the cost of attending is 
prohibitive to 98 per cent of its mem- 
bership, then that society is not going 
to draw members for the sole purpose 
of attending conventions. 

Thus while we approve of these 
large annual meetings for local clubs, 
we do feel that they are apt to expect 
too much when they expect collectors 
to travel 100 to 200 miles to attend, 
especially when three of them hold 
meetings in a single month. It is 
therefore necessary that all collectors 
who are close by should make it a 
point to attend these meetings and 
thus swell the crowd, for you will find 
it well worth while. 

Here in Ohio, we should like to see 
an organization of Ohio Stamp Clubs, 
with the principal object a big meet- 
ing each spring and each fall. Twice 
a year at different cities in the state. 
Events put on in such a manner that 
competitive exhibits could be held for 
Ohio collectors only. Meetings that 
would hold a smoker on Friday night, 
be open all day Saturday, with a ban- 
quet on Saturday night, and continue 
on through Sunday. 

Two big meets each year in Ohio 
would draw a larger attendance than 
any National Stamp Society conven- 
tion ever had and would do much to 
bring stamp collecting to the fore in 
Ohio. 

As a means of getting the senti- 
ment of Ohio Philatelists, we would 
suggest that this question be brought 
up in the various stamp clubs and dis- 
cussed. 

We should be glad to hear from sec- 
retaries of the various clubs as to the 
sentiment in their club.

Don Dickason gives some very in- 
teresting information regarding the 
first actual eastbound flight of air 
mail from Roanoke, Va. It appears 
that the eastbound plane on A. M. 23 
on July 18th was grounded in Texas, 


and later re-routed via a lighted air- ' 


way from Nashville eastward, and 
that all accumulated covers forwarded 
by the westbound plane out of Roan- 
oke on the 18th, while the first flight 
eastward from that city took place on 
July 19th and carried exactly 28 phil- 
atelic covers in its three pounds of 
mail. 


First Glider Flight 


Ancient documents show that the 
first successful glider flight was per- 
formed at Foca, Bosnia, in 1549, when 
Hafis-Effendi, a prominent Bosnian 
architect, as a feature of the delivery 
day of the mosque to the clergy an- 
nounced that he would fly from the 
top of the church to the ground. Hafis 
climbed the highest minaret, fastened 
two wooden wings to his arms, repeat- 
ing the Icarus stunt, from a height of 
100 feet, gliding safely across the 
Cehotina River and landing in the 
meadows. Thanks to J. C. Morgan 
for this clipping.

Stamp Trader Seized as Spy

Constant, never-ending study of 
tiny details has resulted in the solu- 
tion of more crimes by Scotland Yard 
than all the brilliant story-book type 
of detective work. Particularly in the 
apprehension of clever spies is this 
true. 

Let me illustrate this with a little 
story of wartime espionage. 

It happens that I am an ardent 
stamp collector. Early in 1915 a 
series of letters between an elderly 
retired business man_named Joseph 
Marks, living in London, and a man 
at The Hague excited the suspicion of 
the censor. 

The censor did not know why these 
letters between two collectors should 
worry him, but they did, and he 
turned them over to me. 

The letters were simplicity them- 
selves, just lists of duplicate stamps 


that each one owned and stamps that 
he wanted to trade them for. But as 
I looked over the list I was struck by 
one thing. In all the long lists there 
was no stamps offered or asked with 
a value of more than 25 cents. That 
is, if American, 25 cents—or 25 cen- 
times, if French, and so on. 


Then I got out my stamp catalogue 
and went to work. There was an 
order for a 20 centime French, un- 
watermarked, imperforate stamp of a 
certain date. My catalogue showed no 
such stamp had ever been issued. 
Now I knew something was wrong 
and decided to take a chance as a 
wartime emergency measure. 


I arrested Joseph Marks. 


I examined his rooms and found 
nothing—until I came to a cabinet. 

“Those are only my stamps,” he 
said, laughing. “There’s nothing in 
there but albums, stamps, magnifying 
glasses, tweezers, watermark detect- 
ors and stamp hinges for mounting 
specimens. It’s hardly worth your 
while to examine them, inspector.” 

Just the same I started going 
through them, while he kept up a 
running conversation about the friend 





in Holland with whom he exchanged 
stamps. 








“T suppose you are always adding 
to this collection,” I said. 

“Oh, yes,” he said. 

I knew he was lying, for the stamp 
hinges were all stuck together and 
showed plainly that none had been 
used in months. 

Then, in the back of an album, I 
found a list and it was all over. 
Neatly typewritten it read: 

“Wanted .... certain.” 

“Offered .... uncertain.” 

“Unused .... gone.” 

“Tmperforated .... undefended.” 


“Perforated .... defended.” 

“Unwatermarked .... no = aero- 
planes.” 

“Watermarked .... aeroplanes.” 


“Good condition .... big.” 

“Medium condition . . . . medium.” 

“Any condition .... small.” 

“Surcharged . . submarines.” 

Every alleged order for stamps was 
a concealed message to the enemy. 

Marks confessed then and gave us 
valuable information of the enemy’s 
spy activities in England, thereby 
saving himself from death before a 
firing squad. He was sentenced to jail 
for the duration of the war and five 
years after the declaration of peace.— 
Newark Star-Eagle.
